GERMANS DENY PEACE RUMORS. 

New York, Sept 22.— The German 
Government denies that peace negoti- 
ations are going forward at Washing- 
ton, according, to a wir^ess messi^ 
which Count von Bemstorff, German 
Ambassador to the United States, to- 
night said he had received from 
Benin by way of Sayville, L. I. The 
message, which the Ambassador said 
could not be put down as an official 
statement coming from him, follows:

THOUSANDS GUARD THB KAISER. 

LONDON, Sept. 22.— The German 
Emperor has taken up his quarters in 

Luxemburg, according to a Paris dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company. Thousands of troops are 
stationed around the Legation where 
he resides. To guard against possible 
raids by French aviators a squadron 
of aeroplanes are in constant readi- 
ness to beat off attacks.

A detailed account of the German 
bombardment oi Rheims 1ms become 
available here. 

It relates that the cannonading of 
the French city lasted for a fortnight 
The German are said to have used 
petrolemn shells and the city was set 
afire in many places. Whole blocks 
of houses have been reduced to^hei^^ 
of smoking ndns. The part of the 
population which was unable or un- 
willing to leave the city was without 
food for several days. The people 
took shelter in cellars. A certain 
number of them were injured, but 
little or no loss of life has been re- 
ported. 

Tlie French Foreign Office has for- 
warded to neutral governments a pro- 
test against the German bombard- 
ment of the Cathedral at Rheims, 
cottdied in the following terms: 

"WttlUHit 4>eing able to invoke even 
the appearanoe of military necessity, 
and for the -flMfev jlsasafSi of destruc- 
tioB, Oarman troopa have sabjeeted 
the Cathadial aC Rheims to a system- 
atic and forioas Immbaiteent. At 
this hoar the famous Baslliea is but 
a heap of ndns. 

"It is the duty of the government of 
the republic to denounce this revolt- 
ing act qf vandalism which, in giving 
over to flames this sanctuaryof his- 
tory, deprives humanity of an incom- 
parable portiaa oC tts b^rtorie patri- 
mony." 



JAPS DESTROY FORTS, SAT RUS- 
SIANS. 

PARIS, Sept. 22.— Telegraphing 
from Petrogard, a correspondent ^f 
the Havas Agency, says: "A dis- 
patch received here from Valdivostok 
declares ,that Japanese aeroplanes 
throwing bombs hav3 destroyed two 
of the important forts at Tsing-Aau."

PARIS, Sept. 22— The Progress 
du Nord today related a story of the 
King of the Belgians shooting his 
cbaufteur while the latter traitorous- 
ly attempted to drive hSm ln|o' the 
German lines. 

King Albert was with his troops 
south of Antwerp. He Mdered his 
chauffeur to drive ahead, and then, 
after a while, the King noticed that 
the driver had changed his direction. 

His Majesty warned him, and when 
the chauffeur took no notice he or* 
dered him to halt. 

This having no effect, the King, 
convinced of the chauffeur's treach- 
ery, drew his revolver and shot him 
dead. He, himself, stopped the car 
and drove back to the Belgian lines. 

In the man's clothing papers were 
found showing that he had received 
a German offer of $260,000 for the 
King's captmre. 

ENGLAND'S FLEET LOCATED.

MANY BRITISH IN MOURNING. 

''lX>NDON, Sept. 22.— The patience 
with which the British people await 

news from their army is as remarica- 

ble as it is unexpected. 

The part the British officers are 
playing is illustrated by the bare 
testimony of the casualty lists. Sev- 
en hundred and ninety-seven officers 
are among the killed, wounded and 
missing, which is a percentage out of 
all proportions to tlie losses in the 
ranks. One hundred and thirty afR- 
cers have been killed, 388 have been 
wounded and 279 are missing. Many 
of the missing probably must later 
be recorded as killed or wounded. 

The Coldstream Guards Regiment 
holds the place of honor with thirty- 
one casualties among its officers' 
corps. The King's Royal Rifles and 
the Suffolk Regiment 4mve each had

" ADDltlONAL WAR NEWS. 

STATUS Ol THE WAR. 
WASHINGTOK D. C, Sept. 22.— 
Another day has gone, and neither 
one side or the other, Germany nos 
the allies, lay claim to >ny decisive 
outcome in the battle of the Aisne, 
where the supreme conflict erf' the 
war, up to the pres«at time, bas 
long been raging. 

The engagement, taken as a 
whole, along its entire line, seem? 
to be partaking of the nature of a 
siegeL Both aides continue to hold 
a majority ,of their^^ atrongly- en- 
trenched poaitifMis. The German 
lines, for cme hundred miles, are 
described as virtually a continuation 
of forts and heavy entrenchments. 
The artillery fire exchanges go on 
day and night, and under their 
cover are sorties of infantry. Coun- 
ter attack follows attack and occa- 
sionally one side or the other gains 
ground. It would appear to-day 
that noting but a successful flank- 
ing movement could have any seri- 
ous effect on either army. But 
neither front has been broken, and 
neither side has been outflanked. 

Rheims appears to be the . center 
of the moat persistent fighting. It 
is between the lines of battle and 
the city hai^ snlfered heavily. The 
Germans are described as linost anx- 
ious to recapture this position. 

The French official announcement 
issued at Paris this afternoon avers 
that incessant German attacks deliv- 
ered yesterday, September 21, have 
been unsuccessful, and that the Ger- 
mans have been compelled to retire 
at more than one point. The French 
took many German prisoners. 

The latest official communication 
from Berlin issued Monday night 
says the Germans have captured » the 
hill positions at Caronne and occu- 
py thie village of Betheny, three 
miles • outside of Rheims to the 
north. This annouBeemeiit describes 
the Germans also as attacking the 
strong forts south of Vwdon. 

The millinery expert of the Ltm- 
don Times gives postltbn to the 
French forces on the left which, if 
coi*rect{k shows a remarkable ad-i 
vance along the flank of the Ger- 
man right wing, under command of 
Gen. Yen Klvck. .

near at hand the ammunition, added 
to that carried by the men brings the 
supply of cartridges up to an ayer- 
age of about 300 per rifle. 



HOME TELEPHONE NOTES. 



Representatives of the Cumberland 
Telephone Company have been en- 
gaged in Paris circulating a peti- 
tion among its telephone subscribers 
in which it asks to be allowed to to- 
crease its telephone rates bttsiness 
and rsiddeae* teiephoaes in Paris. 

ReprsMBtatlTes o( the Company 
claim to be holding out the iadooe- 
ment to subscribers that better ser- 
vice will be g^ven them if the rates 
are increased, as it will enable the 
Company to install a new "iDentral 
energy system" in Paris. 

According to a statement made by 
an official of the Company no effort 
will be made to have one telephone 
system in Paris, as the U. S. Govern- 
ment will not permit the Cumberland 
Company to absorb a competing line. 

The merchants in Paris, or a con- 
siderable proportion of them, at least, 
are of the opinion that the Cumber- 
land ^Company is charging full high 
for its senriee to Paris, .snd that it 
should be reqnired to install ap4o- 
date appUanees for tiie subseribers 
and giTe good service at the present 
rate. 

The Home Telephone Company in 
Paris is giving satisfactory service to 
its subscribers at a less rate per 
phone than is charged by the Cum- 
berland Company, and the Home 
Company already has in operation in 
Paris the "central energy system." 

It might be well to recall condi- 
tions as they were and as they are at 
present in Carlisle and Nicholas 
County, that Parisians may be fully 
informed on telephone conditions in 
other counties. 

A few years ago the Cumberland 
Teleph(me Company had all of the 
telepboae bosinesa to Carlisle and 
Niflholaa Covaty. The chargea were 
$2.76 per month tor the .bnslMM 
phone and flJS for the iwidenee 
phones. ' 

The Home Telephone Company en- 
tered the field and equipped an up- 
to-date "central energy sy^em" in 
Carlisle at a reduced rate per phone, 
and to-day, it is said, the Home Tel- 
ephone has in excess of 700 telephone 
subscribers in Carlisle and Nicholas 
County, while the Cumberland Tele- 
phone Company, has, it is alleged, 
about fifty-five subscribers. 

If the Cumberland Telephrae Com- 
pany persists in its efforts to Increase 
the telephone rates in Paris, will it 
hare an experience that will be as 
ilhiflrniii aa its renture to Carlisle 
and Nioholaa Coimty?^
